— The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for the 
vear 1963-64. The following are the important features of 
the report : — 

1. Financial Position 

The Port Commissioners’ revenue receipts for the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 1771.83 lakhs as against 
Rs. 1696.98 lakha in the previous year. The increase in 
revenue receipts was mainly due to an increase of about 7% 
in the total traffic handled. 


The total balances in the various Revenue Reserve Funds 
ns on the 31st Murch, 1964 amounted to Rs. 834.71 lakhs. 


2. Traffic 


The total imports and exports, which passed through the 
port during the year, was 6.028 million lonnes and 4,91 
million tonnes, respectively, as against the corresponding 
im iorl and export figures of 5.48 million tonnes and 4.723 
million tonnes in the year 1962-63.

3. Port Railway 

The income derived from the Railway during the year 
amounted to Rs. 234.36 lakhs as against Rs. 249.82 lakhs in 
the previous year, which was inclusive of a sum of about 
Rs. 30 lakhs received from the trunk railways towards arrears 
of terminal and other charges payable up to the 3 1st March. 
1962. 

4. Passenger Traffic 

The number of passengers who embarked from the Port 
during the vear was 9,007. The number of passengers who 
disembarked was 4,414. The corresponding figures were 
10,923 and 8.942 during 1962-63. 

5. Pilferages 

The various measures introduced in 1959-60 to minimise 
the incidence of pilferage in the Port continued to be effective. 

6. Shipping 

The number of the vessels that entered the port during the 
year was 1,828 as against 1.821 in the previous year. The 
ship with the deepest draft to enter the port was the S.S. 
"Wellesley Victory" drawing 27'-3" both forward and aft and 
the deepest draft ship to leave the Port was the S.S. 
’‘Janusha” drawing 26 ft. 9 in. both forward and aft. 

Die increase in the number of vessels during the vear was 
less than what the additional traffic would have justified on 
past loading figures. This is an indication of the improve- 
ment in drafts during the year which enabled ships to carrv 
more cargo. Die conditions of the bars in the navigable 
river route to the Port were generally better than in the pre- 
vious year. The governing bar which controlled the draft 
of ships during the year was below Diamond Harbour 
(Balari Bar) for 140 davs and above Diamond Harbour for 
226 days. 

The total expenditure on dredging, including dredging of 
the navigable channel, berths, lock entrances and dock basin, 
amounted to Rs. 146,1 lakhs as against Rs. 156.1 lakhs during 
the previous year. 

7. Haldia Anchorage 

For the fifth year in succession, vessels importing food- 
grains were worked at the Haldia Anchorage during the fair 
weather season from November, 1963, to February. 1964. 
Tn all 15 foodgrains vessels were worked at the anchorage 
during 1963-64. The deepest draft vessel to use the 
nnchorage was the S.S. “Olivebank” which drew 29 ft. 
10 in. The total quantity of foodgrains discharged at the 
anchorage was 60,414 tonnes. 
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8. River Mode! Experiments 

All the items of technical equipment ordered were delivered 
and arc in use. The Research Vessel ’Anusandhani'. cons- 
tructed in the U.K., was also put into commission. Systematic- 
data are being collected, analysed and technical reports 
prepared. 

Studies were carried out on the models at the Central 
water and Power Research Station, Poona. The main experi- 
ments undertaken during the year 1%3-n-l were: — 

ti) feasibility study for the improvement of Ninan, 
Nurpur, Eastern Gut and Moyapur bars, and 

(ii) experiments connected with the pioposed crossings 
over the Hooghly River. 

9. Labour 

The labour situation in the Port during the year continued 
to be satisfactory. 

The average rate of discharge per ship per day in the case 
of general import's, excluding foodgrains, was 434 tonnes as 
against 445 tonnes during the previous year. In the case of 
foodgrain imports, the average rate of discharge per ship per 
day worked out to 1,040 tonnes as against 1,372 tonnes 
during the previous year. The question of introducing an 
incentive scheme for increasing the output of labour on 
board ships is under the consideration oi the Calcutta Dock 
Labour Board. 

The average rate of loading per ship per day in the case of 
general exports, excluding coal and ores, was 642 tonnes as 
against 526 tonnes during the previous year. 

Tn the case of coal exports, the average daily rate of load- 
ing per ship worked out to 1,036 tonnes as against 1,110.3 
tonnes during the previous year. The average daily rate of 
loading in the ease of ore vessels worked out to 1,511 tonnes 
as against 1,306 tonnes in the previous year. 

The accommodation available in the transit sheds and 
yards was almost fully utilised during the year. There was 
no serious congestion in the Port at anv lime except for 
accumulation of cargo at heavy lift yards on account of ditfi- 
culty in obtaining supply of special type railway wagons and 
delay in submission of documents by the importers and the 
clearing agents. 

10. Hooghly Pilotage 

The income from pilotage during the year was Rs. 56.20 
lakhs and the expenditure Rs. 43.59 lakhs, witli a surplus of 
Rs. 12.61 lakhs. 

11. Port Development 

The expenditure during the year on Capital works in pro- 
gress amounted to Rs. 575.54 lakhs. 

Considerable progress was made during the year on the 
various plan schemes including the construction of port craft, 
viz., one scheme Despatch Vessel, one fire float, three 
launches, one grab dredger, two hopper barges, two watcr 
boats, two Pilot Vessels and a Survey Vessel. The acquisi- 
tion of land for the construction of the new dock system at 
Haldia was also in progress during the year under review and 
certain preliminary wdrks in connection with the Project were 
also taken in hand. 

12. Miscellaneous 

The new Hydraulic Study Department set up with the 
assistance apd encouragement of ihe World Hank undertook 
a number of investigations during the vear. 

13. At knowlcilgcnicnt 

The Poll Commissioners carried out useful work for 
anothcr year despite diliicult conditions and Government 
view with appreciation the work of the Port Commissioners 
during the year under review.

No 4 I /9/n3-,Ti/v. — The Directorate oi Advertising and 
Visual Publicity of the Ministry of Information ami Broad- 
casting is responsible for the planning, designing and produc- 
tion of material for the publicity of the policies and activities 
of the Government of India.

9. The Committee will regulate its own proceedings. 

10. The functions of the Committee will be to advise the 
Government on matters pertaining to advertising and Visual 
Publicity.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 9th April 1965 

No. lTB.17(.13)/64.— The Central Wage Board set up by 
the Central Government by their Resolution No. WB.17(2)/ 
63, dated the 25th February, 1964. has made recommenda- 
tions, as shown in the appendix, for grant of interim relief to 
the non-journalist employees of newspaper establishments. 

2. The Wage Board has also given the following clarifica- 
tions in regard to its recommendations 

11) The classification of newspapers referred to in clause 
1 of tho recommendations of the Board regarding 
interim relief is based on the recommendations of 
the Working Journalists Wage Committee. 

(2) Reference to Rs. 50 in clause 3 of the said recom- 
mendations is to the consolidated wage — including 
basic wage, dearness allowance and other allowances. 

(3) In the case of group, multiple and chain newspapers 
of different class in the same establishments the non- 
l'ournalist employees should be given interim relief 
equal lo the average of the quantum of the interim 
relief recommended for the different classes of 
newspapers in the said establishments. 

(4) Non-ioumalist employees of the newspaper establish- 
ments would mean all those employees of such 
establishments who are not working journalists as 
defined under section 2(f) of Working Journalists 
(Conditions of Service) and Miscellaneous Provi- 
sions Act, 1955. 


3. Government have decided to accept the recommenda- 
tions of the Wage Board and to request the concerned 
employers to implement the same as early as possible.

APPENDIX 

Central Wane Board for Non-Journalist Employees 

The All India Newspaper Employees Federation and the 
Federation of Press Trust of India Employees Association have 
raised the demand for graDt of interim relief to the Non- 
Journalist Employees of newspaper establishments. The 
demand was also raised by about a dozen associations of Non- 
Journalist employees. The Government of India in the 
Ministry of Labour and Employment modified the terms of 
reference vide Notification No. WB-17(4)/64 dated 7-10-64 
specifically mentioning consideration of the demand for grant 
of interim relief as one of the terms of reference. The 
detailed statement of claim of the employees was forwarded 
to tho Central Organisations of Employers for comments, 
information in an approved pro forma regarding category of 
non-journalist employees and their wages, financial position of 
the nowspaper establishment, reserves, borrowings, net profit 
etc. was called for from various units classwise representing 
a fair cross section of the Industry. The matter was finally 
considered by the Board in its meeting held in Bombay on the 
12th December, 1964. Taking into consideration the abnor- 
mal rise in the prices, and after cursorily examining the ques- 
tion of the capacity of the Industry lo pay, the Board unani- 
mously passed the following resolution 

RESOLUTION 

On the question of interim relief the Board unanimously 
resolved that : 

( I ) The interim relief on ibe following basis should be 
granted to non-Jonrnalisi employees of newspaper establish- 
ments : 

(i) for ‘A’ and ‘B’ Class Newspapers a flat relief of 
Rs. 15 per month; 

(ii) for *C* Class Newspapers a flat relief of Rs, 10 per 
month; 

(iii) for ‘D’ Class Newspapers a flat relief of Rs. 7.50 
per month; 

liv) for ‘E’ and *F‘ Class Newspapers a flat relief of 
Rs. 5 per month. 

(2) This interim relief should be payable to Non-Journalist 
employees with effect from 1st May, 1964. 

(3) The above recommendations are subject to the condi- 
tion that in no newspaper establishments a Non-Journalist 
Employee, after taking into account the interim relief recom- 
mended above should get less than Rs. 50 per month. 

(4) This interim relief shall be payable to Non-Journalist 
Employees drawing a salary up to Rs. 750 per month with 
marginal adjustments. 

(5) If there be any agreement in force on the 1st May, 
1964 between (he Newspaper Establishments and their 
employees stipulating grant of interim relief, subject to adjust- 
ments after the recommendations of Wage Board are brought 
into force, those agreements shall stand. If the interim relief 
already granted is less than recommended above, the Non- 
Journalist Employees concerned shall get the difference of the 
two and if it is more than that recommended above, then they 
shall continue to get the interim relief already granted to 
them.
